Bob Alexander—As long as out- 
side organizations do not interfere 
with jaysee club activities, I see no 
reason to make any discrimination. 

Bob Reif—TI think the faculty is 
right. There are enough school ac- 
tivities to‘ take care of every stu- 
dent’s needs. 

Warren Kennedy—I think the 
administration ruling is wrong. 
Students need outside contacts that 
school clubs cannot give. 

Estherbelle Christian—I agree 
with the administration. Outside 
organizations will naturally tend to 
interfere with school activities. 

Peggy Paxton—After all, many 
junior college students belong to 
outside groups, such as Y. W. C. A. 
and Y. M. -, why shouldn’t 
they be allowed to choose their own 
organizations while at college? 

Betty West—The reasoning be- 
hind the faculty ruling is correct. 
Students haven’t time for too many 
social organizations. 

Lorraine Black—From the stand- 
point of the school, the administra- 
tion is right; from the standpoint 
of the individual student, they are 
wrong. 

Ernest Barrett—The social ac- 
tivities are to teach the students 
to live.

MILLER IS RANGER 


Fire fighter and forest ranger in 
the summer time and a scholar dur- 
ing the winter months! That is the 
schedule of Leo Miller, sophomore 
pre-medical studet. 

Miller was born in southwestern 
Oregon in “some of the wildest and 
roughest terrain in the United 
States,” according to his analysis. 
The region is adjacent to that in 
which a disastrous forest fire des- 
troyed the town of Banting, which 
had a population of 1500, in 1936. 
VACATIONS IN FOREST 

The  student-ranger attended 
high school in Oregon, then entered 
the forest service at the age of 18. 
Since that time he has spent his 
summer vacations in the forests of 
Oregon and then attending college 
during the winter months. 

“Forest work is intensely inter- 
esting for me because I like out- 
door work, fresh air, and a chance 
to study nature,” said Miller. “The 
requirements for applicants to the 
forest service are fairly strict, but 
once in, the applicant always has a 
steady position waiting for him.” 
TELLS EXPERIENCES 

Relating a few of his-experiences 
in forest work, Miller told of the 
Tillamook forest fire, which oc- 
curred a few years ago.
